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LAND CONSERVATION IN VIRGINIA

Support for land conservation in Virginia is growing. In the past
decade, at least 26 new land trusts or conservation organizations have
been established to serve the Commonwealth. Such widespread growth is
exciting, but keeping track of the many groups dedicated to land conser-
vation in Virginia can be overwhelming. From the Chesapeake Bay to the
Blue Ridge Mountains, land trusts, state agencies and conservation
organizations work together to preserve Virginia’s farms, forests, wet-
lands, battlefields and other natural and historic resources. The Virginia
Land Conservation Directory identifies where and how land conserva-
tion is occurring in Virginia.

The majority of this directory highlights land trusts, which are private,
nonprofit organizations that hold land in trust for the public welfare.
Land trusts use several tools to conserve land, including conservation
easements, acquisition and partnerships with other organizations and
public agencies.

The most common tool is the conservation easement, a permanent
voluntary agreement between a private landowner and a land trust. A
conservation easement protects a property’s conservation value by plac-
ing restrictions on the use and development of the land. The private
landowner retains full ownership and use of the land subject to mutually
agreed upon restrictions. Landowners usually donate conservation ease-
ments to land trusts, but land trusts occasionally purchase easements
from landowners suffering from financial hardship. Landowners who
donate easements may be eligible for significantly favorable state and fed-
eral tax treatment.

No matter how a land trust receives an easement, the holder of the
easement is required to periodically monitor the easement and enforce
the restrictions placed on it. Land trusts often co-hold easements with
other land trusts; this form of cooperation helps smaller land trusts
afford the costs of monitoring and enforcement while providing a local
presence for larger organizations.

Another land conservation tool is property acquisition, in which a
land trust purchases the fee simple title to a property. The land trust
then receives full use and ownership of the land.

Often, land trusts also form partnerships with other land trusts, state
agencies and local governments to share the costs of acquiring land with
high conservation value. These collaborative projects vary from co-
holding easements to pooling funds to purchasing contiguous properties.

In Virginia, state agencies assist land conservation through grants,
mapping and data resources, and statewide conservation programs. Grants
help to fund acquisition of land and conservation easements, while
mapping and data resources identify land with high conservation value.
Statewide conservation programs also provide financial incentives and
technical assistance to private landowners who want to conserve land.

Finally, private, nonprofit conservation organizations support land
conservation through education and advocacy. These groups inform
private landowners about land trusts, conservation easements,
environmental reports and studies, and other topics related to land
conservation. By lobbying federal, state and local legislative bodies, these
groups advocate for land conservation funding and laws that protect
natural and historic resources.

WHO ARE THE LAND TRUSTS?

A diverse group of land trusts serves Virginia. While some land trusts
focus on preserving a particular resource such as a river basin, others
protect a variety of land features (farms, wetlands, forests) existing
within a particular geographic area. A few land trusts protect historic
resources, and one conserves sites of archeological importance.

Four land trusts conserve land at the statewide level: the Association
for the Preservation of Virginia Antiquities, the 500-Year Forest
Foundation, the Land Trust of Virginia and Virginia Outdoors
Foundation. Virginia Outdoors Foundation (VOF) is unique because
it is both a quasi-state agency and a public land trust.




Finally, seven national land trusts assist land conservation in Virginia.
Most of these organizations are headquartered outside of the
Commonwealth, but one, The Nature Conservancy, has a statewide
chapter specifically serving Virginia.

Although conservation easements are the most common conservation
tool used by land trusts, a land trust should not be defined merely by the
number of easements that it holds. Some land trusts prefer to help
convey easements then transfer the easements to a larger land trust.
Others prefer to purchase land. Also, it is important to note that under
current laws, land trusts may not hold conservation easements until they
have existed for at least five yeats.

The profiles that follow were completed by the land trusts themselves.
Each is accompanied by a graphic denoting the region in which the trust
works: Tidewater, Piedmont, Mountains or statewide. Additional icons
denote a special emphasis: trails, rivers, nature preserves, battlefields,
historic sites, and farms and open space.

Each profile has 17 fields, including contact information. In most
instances, the fields are self-explanatory, but some fields are not
applicable to every land trust. The stewardship field denotes resources
dedicated to protected lands, such as the frequency with which a trust
monitors easements and the portion of its budget spent on stewardship.
Numbers in the budget field represent either an average over time or the
most recent fiscal year (2005).
